EAGER DESCRIBES 
IDEAL LIGHT CAR 


Says Low Lines, Body 
Space, Wide Tread and 


Power Are Essential 


EW YORK, June 8.—“Word 

of the interest being taken 
in the United States in the 
European type of small, light 
car reached me in Sydney just 
before I left for the United States 
a little “over a month ago,” 
stated F. Z. Eager, distributor of 
automobiles in Australia, during 
his recent visit here, “At that 
time I learned that the Peugeot 

Brothers were here and _ that 
Citroen of France was also look- 

ing over the American market 
with the idea of possible tic+up 
with American manufacturing 
companies to secure an outlet 
for a part of his large produc- 
tion.”” Mr. Eager is a member of 
the Motor Trades Association of 
Queensland. 

“This was interesting in the ex- 
treme, for Australia faces many of 
the conditions which face the 
motoring public in the United 
States with this exception, we 
have by no means the fine roads 
which you have here,’- he con- 
tinued. “The great bulk of im- 
portation of cars into Australia is 
from the United States,and Amer- 
ican built cars are in the majority 
in all of our cities. What develop- 
ments are made here are, for that 
reason, of great importance to us. 

“Such cars as Overland, Ford, 
Chevrolet, Dodge, Hudson, Willys- 
Knight and others make up the 
great proportion of our registra- 
tions. We have been closely in 
touch with the European trend to- 
ward smaller cars, but have not 
been in accord with the narrow 
treads and restricted body room of 
the average English or French car 
of small motor dimensions. 

“We have liked their speed, 
for, when we get a chance at a 
good stretch of road we like to 
travel, and road-racing is very 
popular in our country. But we 
want the room of the American 
car, in which feature your pres- 
ent cheaper cars present very 
distinct advantages over the 
much higher priced small car of 
the European makers. 

“We have often wondered why 
your engineers, with their well- 
known tendencies in advanced mo- 
tor construction, have not devel- 
oped the light car to incorporate 
in its design the high motor speed 
features, low fuel consumption and 

good road speed capacities which 
are possessed by the European 
small cars. In fact, your develop- 
ment in the small car field has not 
been at all in line with what you 
have done in your larger cars, as 
we look at it. 

“Fiat of Italy, develops a motor 
of 95 cubic inch displacement 
which develops 300 horsepower at 
9,000 rpm’s. Of course this is 
going to the extreme, but the 
average small car of Europe de- 
velops thirty horsepower from a 
rated capacity of 12 hp. to 15 hp. 
American small cars do not meet 
these standards and will not until 
they have taken on some of the 
features of European small car 
motor design. You will require 
different lubrication, more efficient 
cooling and higher speed motors. 

“The ideal small car _ for 
Australia, and I should say this 
would be true of the ideal small 
ear for this country, would have 
a wheel base in line with your 
present light, four-cylinder cars. 
It would have a standard 56- 
inch tread to meet your road re- 
quirements and this would per- 
mit of your standard body 
specifications as they relate to 
interior dimensions. 

“Tf you go in for European speed 
standards in the light car class, 
you will have to adopt lower bodies 
in their overall dimensions but ex- 
pert fitting of the body to the 
chassis will permit this and it is 
not stretching the imagination to 
believe that you may have cars as 
low as 5 feet 8 inches from roof to 
ground, which would give real 
stability over the road at. good 
speeds, é a
